Keys Merchandising Quality Guernseys 


Income from the sale breeding stock can help Guernsey 
breeder provide for his family better fashion. Merchandising 
breeding stock takes dairyman from being price-taker being 
price-maker. While individual dairyman has little control over 
what receives for the milk sells, can control his own 
destiny when comes the sale breeding stock. 

What are some the keys successfully merchandising Guern- 
seys the future? First all, one must have top-quality product. 
Furthermore, important able verify its outstanding 
features. believe the following are musts: 

Breeding the top-proven sires available. 

Having the herd official DHIR test. 

Having the herd type appraised regular basis. 
Having performance pedigrees available. 

dairyman should want know much possible about what 
he’s buying. The new performance pedigrees from AGCC contain 
complete history and the latest genetic information for both produc- 
tion and type, the herd has been official test and has regularly 
been scored for type. 

You can tell dairyman that cow looks good and milks well, but 
he’ll more likely believe you you can back with official 
production and appraisal information. The new pedigrees allow 
Guernsey breeder fully document the unique qualities indi- 
vidual. For example, pedigree can show that cow +3,500 
pounds milk over contemporaries, that her transmitting 
ability for Suspensory Ligament +0.7. 

Another basic key merchandising animal health. Does your 
herd regularly vaccinate and test for specific diseases? so, the 
potential buyer has assurance that animals from your herd have 
good chance remain healthy and productive the future. 


Create positive image... 

you’ve done the basics correctly and have profitable herd 
high-producing Guernseys, you then need get other breeders 
know about and/or visit your herd. Good advertising and promotion 
efforts are very important. regular advertising program with pro- 
fessional photographs your top cows and cow families can create 
interest and encourage people stop and see what you have. 
your farmstead and herd give the impression profitable opera- 
tion, you have created positive image that will last for years. While 
not possible get all breeders personally visit your farm- 
stead, you can explain the goals and objectives your herd 
through effective advertising program that accurately portrays 
your operation. 

the cattle breeding and merchandising business, honesty and 
integrity are everything. you want successful the long 
run, you must fairly represent your cattle and what you think they 
can do. The ability help another dairyman more successful 
purchasing your breeding stock should the long-range goal 
merchandising program. This challenge goes hand-in-hand with 
breeding highly profitable herd cattle. While not easy, the 


results can most satisfying. 
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Keep Names Short and Sweet 


One area that can made more effi- 
cient how registered dairy cattle are 
named. Names (should) made short, 
easy pronounce, easy spell and 
help identify animals age. Sales 
appeal may help. Don’t name animals 
like Johnny Cash’s son, Boy Named

Merryman: well-fitted animal that 
broken lead well will naturally 
bring more. Advertising plus personal 
letters prospective buyers will help 
bring attention your consignment. 
Have the animal the sale early 
enough that she settles down and gets 
adjusted the water. This will help her 
fill and look her best sale day. 
available talk prospective buyers 
the sale. personal letter the 
buyer showing your appreciation his 
support will help the future. 


Rolling Lea: Advertise the Jour- 
nal, state magazine and through 
personal contacts. Have your animal 
looking her best. there and show 
interest. honest remember your 
buyer has happy! make point 
make contact with the buyer after the 
sale make sure happy. try 
continue show interest long the 
person owns the animal. 


Let sale managers and 
selectors know you are interested 
consigning. Take inventory and know 
which ones would right for the sale 
when they contact you. After selections 
have been made, the consignor needs 
approach the sale with the attitude 
everything possible have the 
consignment looking its best sale 
time. Have her feet trimmed, the animal 
halter-broken, keep animal out the 
sun and weather, have the consignment 
wormed, vaccinated, fitted and well- 
grown prior the sale. Other manage- 
ment practices such 
checks and the-removal extra teats 
and horns are also musts before sale 
time. the sale have all information 
readily available. with your consign- 
ment answer any questions. After the 
sale follow and help the buyer with 
feeding, breeding and merchandising 
information his purchase. You will 
more pleased with how your consign- 
ment sells you are energetic enough 
write few letters past satisfied 
buyers about your consignment, 
advertise her prior sale time and then 
call and further discuss her with 
interested buyers who have inquired 
about her requested catalog. 


What advice would you give 
breeder who starting merchan- 
dise Guernseys? 


Co-Hill: Start selling individuals 
which represent well the quality cattle 
you are striving for. Don’t consign 
sell one just say you did, but rather 
offer one which can contribute both 
economically and genetically her 
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buyer and the breed. Also, define your 
goals and design your merchandising 
program meet those goals. 

Merryman: Attend sales and see 
what type cattle are demand and 
learn the price comparable animals. 
Observe how breeders who get the top 
prices operate and try emulate the 
practices success. 

Rolling Lea: Never sell something 
you would not buy. When consigning 
sale, consign off the top your herd. 
This does not always have the 
very best, but one the best that will 
right the time the sale. Have people 
mind who might interested 
your consignment. Believe what she 
can for her new owner and then pro- 
mote her. 


Wagner’s: You must accept the 
responsibility control the destiny 
your business dairying breeding 
purebred Guernseys. part this 
destiny determined the kind and 
extent your merchandising plan 
program. the real world you must set 
aside budget certain percent your 
income for merchandising Guernseys. 
This can done best advertising 
breed journals, holding barn meetings 
and state picnics. Perhaps open 
house every three four years can 
attract interest and sales. what you 
can afford and what works best for you. 
advice have the breeder start 
this adventure with the aim develop- 
ing image reputation breeding 
and merchandising Guernseys for 
honesty above reproach. 


What are the keys successful 
merchandising program? 


Co-Hill: good merchandising pro- 
gram starts home with the everyday 
things you develop high-quality 
individuals. Once you have those indi- 
viduals, you should set your goals and 
develop your merchandising program 
meet and achieve those goals. Follow 
your program and re-evaluate 
regular basis. Remember that the cattle 
you sell are representative those you 
have home. 


Merryman: auction private 
treaty sales, cattle with good type and 
full pedigrees will command pre- 
mium. Follow your sales letter 
visits the buyer. happy customer 
repeat customer. 


Rolling Lea: The key successful 
merchandising program starts every 
morning when you the barn. You 
need breed and manage your herd 
every day you were getting ready 
for dispersal. 


Wagner’s: Have goals and plans 
achieve these goals... essence, 
effective merchandising program. The 
key this success are get involved; 
active; participate district, state 
and national levels; breed and develop 


animals that will top sales; promote the 
breed and your breeding program; pro- 
mote milk and all dairy products; have 
faith and believe pays for you and 
your family promote Guernseys and 
all agriculture! 


Other Comments 


Co-Hill: Before you can merchandise 
cattle, you must achieve certain stan- 
dards performance within your herd. 
This starts with good feeding, breeding 
and management programs home. 
The results will reflected your 
herd average and overall performance 
your cattle. However, when selling 
cattle, remember that you are selling 
individuals and not herd averages. 


Rolling Lea: Merchandising good 
Guernsey cattle the best way pro- 
mote the breed. Don’t afraid sell 
good one. you have bred good one, 
you will breed another. you have done 
your part home the barn, pro- 
moted your cattle and presented them 
well the time sale, firmly believe 
that there are enough smart cattle 
buyers appreciate your efforts. 

Wagner’s: Through the years have 
always believed pays effectively 
merchandise Guernsey cattle. begins 
with the attitude you take towards it. 
positive attitude, carefully selected 
name for your farm (choose simple, 
pleasant, easy-to-remember prefix), 
system name and register your cattle 
and slogan that can associated with 
your breeding and merchandising pro-

your pocketbook businessman.

Unfortunately, this led the loss the breed posi- 
tive influence large number good cows through their dilution being mated negative 
bulls. the past was difficult tell which bulls were negative and which were not. This not 
today. Bull proofs are far more reliable and there now much less chance that proof can 
manipulated. 

Yet, have too many breeders today who ignore the information their fingertips and fail 
use the very best sires available or, worse yet, use sires which are below average negative (i.e. 
bull with below negative for milk today). 

take positive approach, should these things... 


The AGCC should educate, reeducate and educate again all members, sire committeemen 

and personnel that: 

Production paramount, Numero Uno, sire selection. After that sire can 
selected for one possibly two type traits particular. 
Predicted differences, dollar values, PTIs, cow indexes, type ratings and CPIs are all im- 
portant, valuable and necessary tools for breeding and buying. These should 
included all sale catalog information. Some sellers and sales organizations not 
provide such information for prospective buyers. Isn’t this misrepresentation?

Improper Milking Procedure 


Many mastitis problems can reduced 
the use proper milking practices and rou- 
tines. The following are practices often seen 
farms with problems: (1) failure use 
strip cup; (2) using too much water wash- 
ing udders; (3) not getting teats dry 
before attaching milkers; (4) two six min- 
ute delay time between cow preparation 
and milker attachment and (5) not covering 
enough the teat with teat dip. The strip cup 
important for stimulation milk let-down, 
detection watery milk, flushing bacteria 
out the teat canal and teat cistern, and 
reducing the spread air-borne mastitis bac- 
teria. Wet cow milking one the biggest 
causes mastitis. Use only much water 
necessary and get them dry! Attach milkers 
one minute after preparation begins. Pre- 
pare more than two cows once milk- 
ing parlor.
